Encampment  of  the  United  States  of  America; 
Robert  McMurdy,  of  the  General  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  the  United  States;  George  C. 
Whiting,  of  the  Grand  Consistory;  E.L.  Stevens, 
of  Osiris  Lodge  of  Perfection,  No.  1;  Z.  D.  Gil- 
man, of  Washingtoh  Commandery,  No.  1;  W.  P. 
Partello,  of  Columbia  Commandery;  W.  M.  Smith, 
of  Columbia  Royal  Arch  Chapter.  No.  15;  W.  G.

be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  and  made 
a body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Masonic  Hall  Association  of  the  Distriot  of  Col- 
umbia, and  by  that  name  may  suo  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity,  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  may  have 
and  use  a common  seal,  and  the  samo  change  at 
pleasure,  and  be  entitled  to  use  and  exercise  all 
the  powers,  right*,  pud  privileges  incident  to  such 
corporation. 

fcjec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said 
■orporation  shall  bu  capable  of  taking  and  hold- 
.ng  real  and  personal  estate,  which  estate,  per- 
sonal and  real,  &hall  never  be  divided  among 
the  members  of  the  said  corporation,  but  shall 
descend  to  their  successors,  duly  elected  and  ap- 
pointed in  tho  manner  hereinafter  deolared  by 
the  bodies  they  represent,  for  the  promotion  of 
tho  principles  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the 
benevolent  purposes  of  the  Order  of  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted Masons,  which  they  represent:  Provided , 
That  said  corporation  shall  take  and  hold  no 
more  land  than  is  necessary  for  a site  on  which 
to  erect  a Masonic  Hall,  suitable  and  convenient 
for  the  transaction  of  tho  business  of  the  associa 
lion  and  the  promotion  of  the  principles  and  pur 
poses  aforesaid.  But  this  provision  shall  not 
prevent  the  said  corporation  from  constructing 
suitable  rooms  and  offices  id  connexion  with  the 
said  hall,  to  rent,  and  rentiug  the  same,  and  re 
ceivingrent  therefor,  to  be  applied  to  tbe  promo- 
tion of  the  principles  and  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and 
that  the  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  deemed  porsonal 
property,  transferable  in  such  manner  as  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  of  said  corporation  may  di- 
rect. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  if  further  enacted,  That  within 
twenty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  a<;t  the  cor- 
porators named  in  tbe  first  section  or  a majority 
of  them,  or  if  any  refuse  or  neglect  to  act,  then  a 
majority  of  the  remainder,  shall  cause  books  of 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  cor 
poration  to  be  opened  and  kept  open  in  such  place 
and  for  a period  to  be  fixod  by  said  corporation, 
or  a majority  of  them,  public  notice  of  which  may 
be  given  by  advertisement  or  otherwise  as  said 
corporators  or  a majority  of  them  may  determine; 
and  subscribers  upon  9aid  books  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  to  be  stock- 
holders: Provided,  That  every  subscriber  shall 
pay,  at  the  time  of  subiCribing,  such  per  centum 
of  the  amount  by  him  subscribed  to  tbe  treasurer 
elected  or  appointed  by  tbe  corporators,  or  a ma- 
jority of  them,  as  msy  be  required  by  said  cor- 
porators or  a majority  of  them,  or  his  subscrip- 
tion shall  be  null  and  void.  And  when  the  books 
of  subscription  to  tho  capital  stock  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  closed,  the  corporators  named 
in  tho  first  section,  or  a majority  of  them,  and  in 
case  any  of  them  refuse  or  neglect  to  act,  then  a 
majority  of  the  remainder,  shall,  within  twenty 
days  thereafter,  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  corporation,  to  meet  within  ten 
days  thereafter,  for  the  choice  of  directors,  of 
which  publio  notice  shall  be  given  for  three  days 
in  two  public  newspapers  published  daily  in  Wash- 
ington oity,  or  by  written  personal  notioe  served 
on  each  stockholder,  by  tho  secretary  or  clerk  of 
the  corporation.  And  in  all  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one 
vote,  to  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy.

their  offioe  for  one  year  and  until  others  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified  to  take  their  places  as  direc- 
tors; and  tho  said  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  to  be  president  of  the  board,  who  9hall 
also  bo  president  of  the  corporation,  and  shall 
elect  a secretary  from  among  their  own  number, 
or  from  the  corporators  aforesaid,  who  shall  also 
be  secretary  of  the  corporation,  aud  they  shall 
also  choose  a treasurer,  who  shall  give  bonds  with 
surety  to  said  corporation,  in  such  sum  as  the  said 
directors  may  require,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  trust.  A majority  of  the  directors  shall  form 
a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  in 
case  of  a vacancy  in  tho  board  of  directors  by  the 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  any  director, 
the  vacancy  occasioned  thereby  shall  be  filled  by 
the  remaining  directors  from  among  the  corpora- 
tors named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  their 
successors  duly  elected  or  appointed  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  declared  by  the  masonic  bodies 
they  represent. 

Sec.  0.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  the  di- 
rectors shall  have  full  power  to  make  and  prescribe 
such  by-laws,  Cules,  and  regulations  as  they  shall 
deem  needful  and  proper  for  the  disposition  und 
management  of  tho  stock,  property,  estate,  and 
effects  of  tho  corporation,  notcontrary  to  the  char- 
ter or  to  tho  law*  of  the  United  States  and  the 
ordinances  of  Washington  city,  and  shall  have 
power  to  alter  or  amend  the  same  as  the  interests 
ot  the  corporation,  in  their  opinion,  may  require. 
And  the  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  regu- 
late the  payment  of  interest  upon  tho  certificates 
of  stock  hold  by  the  stockholders,  or  to  the  divi- 
dends that  may  accrue,  and  shall  have  power  to 
provide  for  the  redemption  of  the  stock  held  by 
individuals,  upon  fair  and  equitable  terms. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  ii  further  enacted,  Thateaoh  ma- 
sonic body  or  organization,  named  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  shall  bo  entitled,  during  the 
month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
four,  and  annually  thereafter,  to  meetand  select, 
by  batlot,  one  of  its  members  as  a successor  to  the 
person  then,  or  last,  representing  it  as  member  of 
this  corporation,  whose  annual  term  expires  next 
thereattcr,  or  which  may  have  expired  next  before 
that  time,  so  that  said  corporation  shall  forever 
consist  of  one  corporator  from  each  of  the  said 
masonic  bodies,  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act:  Provided,  however , That  should  any  of  the 
said  several  masonic  bodies,  named  in  tho  first 
section  of  this  aot,  surrender  or  forfeit  its  masonic 
charter  or  warrant,  or  from  any  cause  cease  to  be 
recognized  by  the  Order  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  it  shall  not  thereafter  be  entitled  to  any 


representation  in  said  corporation,  nor  ^ hall  tho 
continued  corporate  existence  and  rights  of  this 
association  be  in  anywise  affeoted thereby,  so  long 
as  there  remain  five  corporators  qualified  to  aot  as 
such. 

Seo.  8.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  any  ma- 
sonic lodge,  chapter,  council,  commandery,  or 
consistory  now  in  existence  or  may  hereafter  be 
instituted  in  the  Distriot  of  Columbia,  may,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  corporators 
named  in  tho  first  section,  or  their  successors,  be 
admitted  to  a representation  in  said  corporation 
upon  an  equal  footing  with  the  several  masonic 
bodies  named  in  tho  first  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this 
act  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  repealed,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  Statoe  of 
America.

Politeness. — The  basU  of  all  true  polite- 
ness is  kindness  All  politeness  should  be 
real  and  from  the  heart  If  you  constantly 
strive  to  reason  away  vour  prejudices  against 
people,  you  will  become  polite  Most  ol  our 
dislikes  have  very  little  foundation.  A large 
proportion  of  them  spring  from  idle  gossip, 
from  lancied  slights,  or  from  trials  of  our 
temper  which  we  could  very  easily  forgive, 
were  it  really  our  interest  to  do  so. 

But  it  is  always  our  interest  to  keep  on  the 
best  terms  with  every  one  who  is  not  really 
bad  or  disreputable.  To  do  this  one  must 
maintain  an  unceasing  watch  over  his  or 
her  temper,  and  aufl'er  no  opportunity  to 
escape,  however  trifling,  of  gratifying  others. 
If  kindiHws  of  heart  be  the  first  requisite  io 
politeness,  it  is  quite  as  true  that  assiduity  is 
not  less  needed. 

U&-  A few  years  ago  a physician  of 
Georgetown,  West  Indies,  examined  the 
body  of  a man  that  had  been  discovered  un- 
der a heap  of  cane-trash,  or  the  fibrous  resi- 
due of  the  canes,  and  found  that  the  body 
emitted  no  smell,  and  was  dried  up  like  a 
mummy.  lie  did  noj  at  (lie  tune  proclaim 
the  discovery,  but  immediately  instituted  ex- 
perimenls  on  dead  animals,  which  complete- 
ly Confirmed  bis  observation.  Convinced 
thereby  that  by  the  fermentation  of  tresh 
cane-trash  a disinfecting  aud  antiseptic  gas 
was  evolved,  he  immediately  turned  his  at- 
tention to  the  means  of  employing  the  sugar 
cane  as  a preservative  against  epidemics  and 
contagious  diseases,  and  as  a medicinal  plant 
generally.  There  happened  Io  be  at  the 
time  a great  number  of  patients  suffering 
from  ulcers  at  the  hospital,  and  a contagious 
gangrene  had  declared  itself ; the  physician 
caused  several  tubs  containing  cane-trash  to 
I be  placed  in  the  wards,  and  the  supply  to 
be  renewed  at  intervals  In  a short  time  the 
atmosphere  of  the  hospital  was  purified,  and 
1 the  contagion  entirely  ceased. 


Bishop  Soule  has  directed  that  the  Ten- 
nessee Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  South,  be  held  at  City 
Roads  Chapel,  seven  miles  north  of  Nash* 
ille,  on  the  19th  instant  It  is  not  an  over- 
loyal  body  of  ministers,  and  managed  to 
stir  upas  much  rebellion  in  Tennessee,  and 
feed  it  with  fire  from  the  sacerdotal  altar, 
as  any  equal  number  of  men  in  the  South. 
It  would  do  no  harm  to  keep  them  under 
sharp  inspection  during  the  session.  They 
may  show  works  meet  for  repentance,  but  it 
is  not  probable  they  will  remember  those  in 
authority  over  tlioSi  in  their  matutinal  or 
public  prayers. 


The  Queen  of  England. 

The  following  article  (Aiblished  in  the  Lon- 
don Times  lias  excited  much  attention  in 
England,  and  is  attributed  to  the  Queen. 
It  is  a distinct  and  direct  reply  to  the  arti- 
cles in  the  press  relative  to  her  Majesty's 
disappearance  from  public  life,  and  :o  the 
course  which  she  has  marked  out  for  herself 
in  future.  Some  of  the  passages  are  ex- 
tremely touching  and  beautiful : 

“An  erroneous  idea  seems  generally  to  pre- 
vail, and  has  latterly  found  frequent  expres- 
sion in  the  newspapers,  that  the  Queen  is 
about  to  resume  the  place  in  society  which 
she  occupied  before  her  great  affliction  ; that 
is,  that  she  is  about  again  to  hold  levees  and 
drawing-rooms  in  person,  and  to  appear  as 
before  at  court  balls,  -concerts,  &c.  This 
idea  can  not  be  too  explicitly  contradicted. 

‘‘The  Queen  heartily  appreciates  the  de- 
sire of  her  subjects  to  see  her,  and  whatever 
she  can  do  to  gratify  them  in  this  loyal  and 
affectionate  wish,  she  will  do.  Wiieuever 
any  real  object  is  to  be  attained  by  her  ap- 
pearing on  public  occasions,  any  national  in- 
terest to  be  promoted,. or  any  thing  to  be  en- 
couraged which  is  for  the  good  of  her  peo- 
ple, her  Majesty  will  not  shrink,  as  she  has 
not  shrunk,  from  any  personal  sacrifice  or 
exertion,  however  painful. 

“But  there  are  other  nnd  higher  duties  than 
those  of  mere  representation  which  are  now 
thrown  upon  the  Queen,  alone  and  unasist- 
ed — duties  which  she  cannot  neglect  without 
injury  to  the  public  service,  which  weigh 
unceasingly  upon  her,  overwhelming  her 
with  work  and  anxiety. 

‘ The  Queen  has  labored  conscientiously  to 
discharge  these  duties  till  her  health  and 
strength,  already  shaken  by  the  utter  and 
ever  abiding  desolation  which  has  taken  the 
place  of  her  former  happiness  have  been 
seriously  impaired. 

“To  call  upon  her  to  undergo,  in  addition, 
the  fatigue  of  those  mere  State  ceremonies 
which  can  be  equally  well  performed  by 
olher  members  of  her  family,  is  to  ask  her  to 
run  the  risk  of  entirely  disabling  herself  for 
the  discharge  ol  those  other  duties  which 
cannot  be  neglected  without  serious  injury  to 
the  public  interests 

“The  Queen  will,  however,  do  what  she 
can,  in  the  manner  least  trying  to  her  health, 
strength,  and  spirits,  to  meet  the  loyal  wish-

Exciting  ami  Extraordinary  Scene. 

A correspondent  ol  the  Philadelphia  Press 
with  General  Bank’s  army,  gives  the  follow- 
ing graphic  description  of  the  panic  among 
our  troops  and  teamsters  during  the  first 
day’s  fight  near  Mansfield,  La. 

It  was  one  of  those  unaccountable  events 
that  no  genius  or  courage  can  control  I find 
it  impossible  lo  describe  a scene  so  sudden 
and  bewildering  although  I was  present, 
partly  an  actor,  partly  a spectator,  and  saw 
plainly  everything  that  took  place  The  bat- 
tle was  progressing  vigorously.  The  musket- 
ry firing  was  loud  and  continuous,  and  hav- 
ing recovered  from  the  danger  experienced  by 
Ransom’s  division,  we  felt  secure  of  the  posi 
tion  I was  slowly  riding  along  the  edge  of 
a wood,  conversing  with  a friend  who  had 
just  ridden  up  about  the  events  and  prospects 
of  the  day  We  had  drawn  into  the  side  of 
the  wood  to  allow  an  ammunition  wagon  to 
pass,  and  although  many  were  observed  going 
to  the  rear,  some  on  foot  and  some  on  horse 
back,  we  regarded  it  as  an  occurrance  fa- 
miliar to  every  battle,  and  it  occasioned  noth- 
ing but  a passing  remark.  I noticed  that 
most  of  those  thus  wildly  riding  to  tho  rear 
were  negroes,  hangers-on,  and  serving-men, 
for  now  that  we  have  gone  60  deeply  into  this 
slaveholding  country  every  non-commission- 
ed officer  has  a servant,  and  every  servant  a 
mule.  These  people  were  the  first  to  show 
any  panic,  but  their  scamper  along  the  road 
gave  only  amusement  to  the  soldiers,  who 
pelted  them  with  stones  and  whipped  their 
flying  animals  with  sticks  to  increase 
their  speed  Suddenly  there  was  a rush, 
a shout,  the  crashing  of  trees,  the  break- 
ing down  of  rails,  the  rush  and  scamper 
of  men.  It  was  as  sudden  as  (bough  a 
thunderbolt  had  fallen  among  us.  and 
set  the  pines  on  fire.  What  caused  it,  or 
when  it  commenced,  no  one  knew.  I 
turned  to  my  companion  to  inquire  the 
reason  ot  this  extraordinary  proceeding 
but  before  he  had  the  ciiance  lo  reply 
we  found  ourselves  swallowed  up,  as  it  were, 
in  a hissing,  seething,  bubbling  whirlpool  of 
agitated  men.  We  could  not  avoid  the  cur- 
rent; we  could  not  stem  it(  and,  if  we  hoped 
to  live  in  that  mad  company,  we  must  ride 
with  the  rest  of  them  Our  line  of  battle  had 
given  away.  General  Banks  took  off  his  hat 
and  implored  his  men  to  remain;  his  stall' offi 
cersdid  thesame,  but  it  wasof noavail.  Then 
the  General  drew  his  sabre  and  endeavored  to 
rally  his  men,  but  they  would  not  listen.  Be- 
hind him  the  rebels  were  shouting  and  ad 
vanclng.'  Their  musket  balls  filled  the  air 
with  that  strange,  file-rasping  sound  that  war 
has  made  familiar  to  our  fighting  men.  The 
teams  were  abandoned  by  the  drivers,  the 
traces  cut,  and  the  animals  ridden  off  by 
the  frightened  men.  Bareheaded  riders 
rode  with  agony  in  t heir  faces  and  for  at 
least  ten  minutes  it  seemed  as  if  we  were 
going  to  destruction  together.  It  was  tnv 
fortune  lo  see  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run, 
and  to  be  among  those  who  made  that  eele 
brated  midnight  retreat  toward  Washington. 
The  retreat  of  the4th  division  was  as  mueh 
a route  as  that  ol  the  first  Federal  army, 
with  the  exception  that  few  men  were  en- 
gaged, and  our  men  fought  here  with  a va- 
lor that  was  not  shown  on  that  serious;  sad, 
mock-heroic  day  in  July.  We  rode  nearly 
two  miles  in  this  madcap  way,  until  on  the 
edge  of  a ravine,  which  might  formerly  have 
been  a bayou,  we  found  Emory’s  division 
drawn  up  in  line.  Our  retreating  men  fell 
bevond  this  line,  and  Emory  prepared  lo  meet 
the  rebels  They  came  with  a rush,  and  as 
the  shades  of  night  crept  over  the  tree  tope, 
they  encountered  our  men  Emory  fired  three 
rounds  and  the  rebels  retreated  This  ended 
the  fight,  leaving  the  Federala  masters 
Night  and  the  paralyzing  effect  of  the  stam- 
pede upon  onr  army,  made  pursuit  impossi- 
ble. The  enemy  fell  back,  taking  with  them 
some  of  the  wagons  that  were  left,  and 
a number  of  the  guns  tbaj  were  abandoned.

labor  draws  lo  ibis  busy  capital  But  it  is 
not  in  Belfast  only  lliat  such  rapid  progress 
is  visible  It  is  to  be  seen  in  Newrv,  Ar- 
magh, Portadown,  Ballymena,  and  in  all 
the  =eats  ol  (lie  linen  trade  throughout  the 
provice.  Nor  is  agriculture  neglected  , ou 
the  contrary,  it  is  stimulated  bv  manufac- 
turing industry  Along  the  whole  line 
from  Dublio  to  Belfast  the  farmers  are  busy 
pulling  in  their  crop9  The  land  is  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  and  the  spring  work  is 
forward 

Help  voce  Mother.—  We  have  seen  from 
two  to  six  great  hearty  boys  sitting  by  the 
kitchen  stove,  roasting  their  feet,  and  crack- 
ing uuts  or  jokes,  while  their  mother,  a slen- 
der woman,  has  gone  to  the  wood  pile  for 
wood,  to  the  well  for  water,  or  to  the  meat- 
house  to  cut  a steak  for  dinner  , this  is  not 
right.  There  is  much  work  about  the  house 
too  hard  for  woman  Heavy  lifting,  hard 
extra  steps,  which  should  be  done  by  those 
more  able.  Boys,  don’t  let  your  mother  do 
it  all,  especially  if  she  is  a feeble  woman. 
Dull,  prosy,  housework  i9  irksome  enough 
at  best  It  is  a long  work,  loo,  it  being  im- 
possible io  tell  when  it  is  quite  done,  and 
then  on  the  morrow  the  whole  is  to  he  gone 
over  again.  There  is  more  of  it  than  one  is 
apt  to  think. 

We  wish  some  busy,  all  day  houseworker, 
the  arrangement  of  whose  house  is  about  as 
inconvenient  as  it  can  be — a no  common 
state  of  things — would  count  her  steps  for 
one  day,  and  let  us  have  the  result  in  miles; 
let  it  be  nofSd  how  many  times  from  the 
stove  to  the  wood-pile,  to  the  pump,  up  and 
down  stairs,  and  especially  from  the  stove  to 
the  buttery .

160  per  cent. 

The  Act  of  Congress  specially  provides  that 
the  principal  of  these  Bonds  shall  be  paid  In 
gold.  If  paid  off  after  ton  years  with  the  eco- 
nomical view  of  re-borrowing  at  three  or  four  per 
cent,  interest — for  after  the  war  of  1812  this  gov- 
ernment borrowed  money  in  Europe  at  three  per 
cent. — the  payment  will  be  made  in  gold. 

On  this  and  all  othor  funded  stocks  of  the 
United  States,  there  is  a speciflo  pledge  of  tho 
Customs  Revenue  in  gold,  for  the  continued  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  in  gold. 

The  customs  and  duties,  thus  pledged  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  gradual  extinction 
of  the  principal — through  annual  purobases  for 
the  sinking  tund — of  the  funded  public  debt  of 
the  United  States,  constitute  a system  of  indirect 
taxation,  to  which  tho  people  aro  and  always  have 
been  accustomed.  It  falls  upon  the  people  only 
in  proportion  to  theirability  or  inclination  to  con- 
sume foreign  wares  and  merchandise,  upon  which 
these  duties  are  levied.  As  they  eleot  to  forego 
the  use  of  foreign  luxuries,  so  they  lighten  their 
own  burthen  of  the  publio  debt,  cveu  while  in- 
vesting their  means  in  it  at  rates  and  on  a secur- 
ity superior  to  any  othor  stock,  for  uniform  and 
assured  income,  (free  of  local  taxes,)  in  the  whole 
country. 

The  last  fiscal  year,  to  June  30,  1 863,  this 
source  of  revenue  amounted  to  $68,059,642.  The 
gold  interest  on  the  publio  dobt  then  amounted  to 
only  $24,728,346,  and  the  principal  of  the  old 
loan  of  1842,  $3,250,000,  was  paid  off  gold.  In 
addition. 

The  present  fiscal  year,  ending  on  the  30th 
June,  1864,  will  show  at  least  40  por  cent,  in- 
crease in  gold  customs,  say  $96,683,398,  on 
gross  importation  of  less  than  20  per  cent,  in- 
crease over  last  year.

It  tiaving  become  evident  that  no  reasona- 
ble garrison  of  United  States  troops  can 
protect  the  several  counties  of  the  State 
trom  the  small  bauds  of  guerrillas,  horse 
thieves,  and  marauders,  who,  in  small  par 
ties,  manage  to  elude  the  regular  lorces,  it 
is  therefore,  by  direction  of  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  Ordered 

1 Thai  the  Commanding  officer  of  each 
Regimental  District  of  Enrolled  Militia,  is 
charged  with  the  defence  and  protection  of 
his  county  from  invasion  or  violence  of  any 
character  whatever,  and  to  this  end  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  call  out, 
at  any  time,  the  whole  or  such  portion  of  the 
Militia,  comprising  his  command,  as  may  be 
necessary  He  is  further  ordered  : upon 
the  application  of  any  Provost  Marshal, 
Sheriff,  or  other  civil  officer,  to  order  out 
so  much  ol  his  command  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  to  aid  and  assist  such  officers  ih 
making  any  arrests,  or  in  the  execution  of 
any  other  duty  which  may  devolve  upon 
them  by  law,  requiring  such  assistance. 

II.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  Enrolled 
Militia,  who  shall  fail  or  refiis:  to  turn  out 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  or-ler, 
when  ordered  so  to  do  by  his  proper  officer, 
or  having  turned  out,  shall  disobey  any  law- 
ful order,  or  be  guilty  of  any  disorderly  con- 
duct, shall  be  punished  as  tor  a military 
offence.  The  law  prescribes  that,  “ when 
any  portion  of  the  Militia  shall  he  called 
out  either  for  service,  or  for  instruction  and 
drill,  they  shall  be  subject  tothesame  laws, 
rules  and  regulations  that  govern  the  ar- 
mies of  the  United  Stales,”  and  all  officers 
are  charged  with  seeing  those  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  strictly  enforced.

Operations  of  the  Fleet  on  Red  River. 

Official  Report  of  ACmirai.  Porter. 

Mississippi  Squadron-,  Flagship  Cricket,  | 
Off  Grand  Ecorb,  La.,  April  14,  1864.  J 
gm' — X had  the  lionet  of  reporting  to  you 
the  movements  of  the  squadron  as  far  as 
Alexandria,  and  the  intentions  of  Gen.  Banks 
to  move  on  to  Shreveport.  He  deemed  the 
co-operation  of  the  gunboats  so  essential  to 
success,  that  1 had  to  run  some  risks,  and 
made  unusual  exertions  to  get  them  over  the 
falls.  The  army  started  on  the  appointed 
day,  and  1 pushed  up  the  gunboat9  to  cover 
them  (if  there  should  be  need)  as  fast  as 
they  got  over  the  falls.  The  vessels  arrived 
at  Grand  Ecore  without  accident,  and  had 
good  water,  the  river  apparently  about  to 
reach  its  usual  stage  at  this  season. 

The  Cricket,  Eastport,  Mound  City,  Chilli- 
cotbe,  Carondelet,  Pittsburgh,  Ozark,  Neo- 
sho, Osage,  Lexington,  Fort  Hindman  and 
Louisville,  were  the  vessels  sent  up  and  a 
fleet  of  thirty  transports  followed  them 
Grand  Ecore  was  occupied  by  our  forces 
without  opposition,  the  works  having  been 
deserted.  Lieut.  Commander  Phelps  cap 
tured  one  thirty-two  pounder  on  the  river  be- 
low Grand  Ecore,  which  he  destroyed,  mak- 
ing twenty-two  guns  captured  from  the  ene- 
my since  we  eutered  the  river  The  army 
had  arrived  at  Natchitoches,  near  Grand 
Ecore,  wlieu  I got  up  here,  and  were  prepar- 
ing tor  an  immediate  march.  As  the  river 
was  rising  very  slowly,  I would  not  risk  the 
larger  ves  els  by  taking  them  higher  up, 
but  etarted,  on  the  7th  of  April,  for  Shreve- 
port, with  the  Cricket,  Fort  Hindman,  Lex- 
ington, Osage,  Neosho  and  Chillicothe,  with 
the  hope  of  getting  the  rest  of  the  vessels 
along  when  the  usual  rise  came.  Twenty 
transports  were  sent  along,  filled  with  army 
stores,  and  with  a portion  of  General  A.  J. 
Smith’s  division  on  board.  It  was  intended 
that  the  fleet  should  reach  Springfield  Land 
iog  on  the  third  day,  and  then  communicate 
with  the  army,  a portion  of  which  expected 
to  be  at  Springfield  at  that  time 

I found  the  difficulties  of  navigation  very 
great ; but  we  reached  the  point  specified 
within  an  hour  of  the  time  appointed  At 
this  point  we  were  brought  to  a stop;  the  ene 
my  had  sunk  a very  large  steamer,  the  New 
Falls  City,  right  across  the  river,  her  ends 
resting  on  each  bank,  and  her  hull  broken 
in  the  middle,  resting  on  the  bottom.  This 
was  a serious  obstruction ; but  I went  to 
work  to  remove  it.  Before  I commenced 
operations,  however,  a courier  came  in  from 
General  Banks,  bringing  the  unpleasant  and 
most  unexpected  news,  "Our  army  has  met 
with  a reverse,"  and  was  falling  back  to 
Pleasant  Hill,  some  sixty  miles  in  our  rear. 
Orders  also  came  to  General  A.  J.  Smith,  to 
return  to  Grank  Ecore  with  the  transports 
and  the  troops  that  he  had  with  biai.  Here 
was  an  end  to  our  expedition  at  present,  and 
we  reluctantly  turned  back,  after  having 
Dearly  reached  the  object  we  were  aiming  at. 

The  information  we  received  was  of  a very 
unsatisfactory  kind,  and  we  did  not  know 
really  what  was  the  exact  state  of  affairs, 
do  letter  having  been  sent  by  post  courier. 

It  would  be  very  difficult  to  describe  the 
return  passage  of  the  fleet  through  this  nar- 
row and  snaggy  river.  As  long  as  our  army 
could  advance  triumphantly  it  n^s  not  so 
bad  ; but  we  had  every  reason  to  suppose 
that  our  retreat  would  be  interrupted  in  every 
way,  and  at  every  point,  by  the  enemy's  land 
forces,  and  we  were  not  disappointed.  They 
commenced  on  us  from  the  high  banks,  Irora 
a place  called  Conshatta,  and  kept  up  a fire 
of  musketry  whenever  an  opportunity  was 
offered  them  By  a proper  distribution  of 
the  gunboats  I had  uo  trouble  in  driving 
them  away,  though  from  the  high  banks 
they  could  fire  on  our  decks  almost  with  im- 
punity. As  we  proceeded  down  the  river 
they  increased  in  numbers,  and,  as  we  only 
made  thirty  miles  a day,  they  could  cross 
from  point  to  point  and  be  ready  to  meet  us 
on  our  arrival.  On  the  left  bank  of  the  river 
a man  by  the  name  of  Harrison  with  nine- 
teen hundred  cavalry  and  four  or  five  pieces 
of  artillery,  was  appointed  to  follow  us  down 
and  annoy  us.  It  was  very  fortunate  for  us 
that  this  person  and  his  command  were  latel  y 
severely  handled  by  a gunboat  (a  few  weeks 
ago),  which  made  them  careful  about  com 
ing  within  range.  , 

On  the  evening  of  the  12th  instant  we 
were  attacked  from  the  right  bank  of  the 
river  by  a detachment  of  men  of  quite  an- 
other character.  They  were  a part  of  the 
army  which  two  or  three  days  previous  had 
gained  success  over  our  army,  and  flushed 
with  victory  or  under  the  excitement  of 
liquor  they  appeared  suddenly  upon  the 
right  bank,  and  fearlessly  opened  fire  on  the 
Osage,  Lieutenant  Commander  F.  0.  Self- 
ridge (iron  clad,)  she  being  hard  aground  at 
the  time,  with  a transport  (the  B'.ackhawk) 
alongside  of  her,  towing  her  off.  The  reb- 
els opened  wtih  two  thousand  muskets,  and 
soon  drove  every  one  out  of  the  Blackhawk 
to  the  safe  casemates  of  the  monitor.  Lieu- 
tenant Bache  had  just  come  from  his  vessel 
(the  Lexington)  and  fortunately  was  enabled 
to  pull  up  to  her  again,  keeping  close  under 
the  bank,  while  the  Osage  opened  a destruc- 
tive fire  on  those  poor,  deluded  wretches, 
who  maddened  by  liquor  and  led  on  by  their 
officers,  were  vainly  attempting  to  capture  an 
iron  vessel. 

I am  told  that  their  hootings  and  actions 
baffle  pescription;  force  after  force  seemed 
to  be  brought  up  to  the  edge  of  the  bank, 
where  they  confronted  the  guns  of  the  iron 
vessels,  only  to  be  mowed  down  by  grapeshot 
and  canister.  In  the  meantime  Lieutenant 
Bache  had  reached  his  vessel,  and  widening 
the  distance  between  him  and  the  Osage,  he 
opened  a cross  fire  on  the  infurated  rebels, 
who  fought  with  such  desperation  and  cour 
age  against  certain  destruction  that  it  could 
only  be  accounted  for  in  one  way.  Our 
opinions  were  verified  on  inspection  of  some 
of  the  slain,  the  men  actually  smelling  of 
Louisiana  rum.  This  affair  lasted  nearly 
two  hours  before  -the  rebels  fled.  They 
brought  up  two  pieces  of  artillery,  one  of 
which  was  quickly  knocked  over  by  the 
Lexington’s  guns ; the  other  they  managed 
to  carry  off.  The  cross  fire  of  the  Lexing- 
ron  finally  decided  this  curious  affair  of  a 
fight  between  infantry  and  gunboats  The 
rebels  were  mowed  down  by  her  canister,  and 
finally  retreated  in  a9  quick  haste  as  they 
had  come  to  the  attack,  leaving  the  apace  of 
a mile  covered  with  dead  and  wounded, 
muskets  and  knapsacks.  A dying  rebel  in- 
formed our  men  that  Gen.  Green  had  his 
head  blown  off,  which  I do  not  vouch  for  as 
true;  if  true  it  is  a serious  loss  to  the  rebels. 
Night  coming  on,  we  had  no  means  of  ascer 
taining  the  damage  done  to  the  rebels.  We 
were  troubled  no  more  from  the  right  bank 
of  the  river,  and  a party*  of  five  thousand 
men,  who  were  marching  to  cut  us  off,  were 
persuaded  to  change  their  minds  after  hear- 
ing of  the  unfortunate  termination  of  the 
first  expedition  That  same  night  I ordered 
the  transports  to  proceed,  and,  having  placed 
the  gunboats  at  a point  where  the  rebels  had 
a battery,  all  the  transports  were  passed 
safely,  the  rebels  not  firing  a shot  in  return 


to  the  many  that  was  bursting  over  the  hills. 
The  next  morning,  (the  13th  inat.)  I fol- 
lowed down  myself,  anil  finding  at  Canette, 
six  miles  from  Grand  Ecore  by  land,  that 
they  had  got  aground,  and  would  be  some 
time  getting  through,  I proceeded  down  in 
this  vessel  to  Grand  Ecore,  and  got  General 
Banks  to  send  up  troops  enough  to  keep 
the  guerrillas  away  from  the  river.  We 
were  fired  on,  as  usual,  after  we  started 
down;  but  when  1 had  the  troops  sent  up, 
the  transports  catne  along  without  any 
trouble.  This  has  been  an  expedition  where 
a great  deal  ot  labor  has  been  expended,  a 
great  deal  of  individual  bravery  shown, 
and  on  such  occasions  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  is  apt  to  find  out  the  metal  of  which 
his  officers  are  made,  and  on  future  occas- 
ions it  will  enable  him  to  select  those  who 
will  not  likely  fail  in  the  time  of  need.  To 
Lieutenant  Commander  T.  0.  Selfridge, 
commanding  Osage,  and  Lieutenant  George 
M.  Bache,  commanding  Lexington,  I am 
particularly  indebted  for  the  gallant  man- 
ner in  which  they  defended  their  vessels 
and  for  their  management  during  the  ex- 
pedition, always  anticipating  and  intel- 
ligently carrying  out  my  wishes  and  orders. 

°I  found  the  fleet  at  Grand  Ecore  some 
what  in  an  unpleasant  situation,  two  of 
them  being  above  the  bar,  and  not  likely  to 
get  away  again  this  season,  unless  there  is 
a rise  of  a foot.  I could  not  provide  against 
this,  when  over  a hundred  mile3  up  the  riv- 
er. If  nature  does  not  change  her  laws, 
there  will,  no  doubt  be  a rise  of  water;  but 
there  was  one  year  (1846)  wheu  there  was 
no  rise  in  the  Red  river — and  it  may  hap 
pen  again.  The  rebels  are  cutting  off-  the 
supplv,  by  diverting  different  sources  of 
water  into  other  chaunels,  all  of  which 
would  have  been  stopped  had  our  army 
arrived  as  far  as  Shreveport.  I have  done 
my  best  (and  so  have  the  officers  and  men 
under  my  command)  to  make  the  expedi- 
tion a success  throughout,  and  do  not  know 
that  we  have  failed  in  any  thing  we  have 
undertaken. 

Had  we  not  heard  of  the  retreat  of  the 
army  I should  have  gone  on  to  the  end.  A 
wise  Providence,  which  rules  and  directs 
all  things,  has  thought  proper  to  stay  our 
progress  and  throw  impediments  in  the  way 
for  some  good  reason. 

We  have  nothing  left  but  to  try  it  again, 
and  bold  on  to  this  country  with  all  the  force 
we  can  raise.  It  is  just  as  valuable  to  us,  and 
important  to  the  cause  a9  any  other  portion 
of  the  Union.  Those  who  have  interests  here 
and  are  faithful  to  the  Government,  have  a 
right  to  expect  our  protection;  and  when  this 
part  of  Louisiana  is  conquered , we  hold  Arkan- 
sas and  all  the  right  bank  of  (he  Mississippi, 
without  firing  a gun. 

There  is  a class  of  men  who  have  during 
this  war  shown  a great  dea1  of  bravery  and 
patriotism,  and  who  have  seldom  met  with 
any  notice  from  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  re- 
port such  matters  I speak  of  the  pilots  on 
the  Western  waters  Without  any  hope  of 
future  reward  through  fame  or  in  a pecunia- 
ry way,  they  enter  into  the  business  of  pi- 
loting the  transports  through  danger  that 
would  make  a faint  hearted  man  quail. 
OccupyiDg  the  most  exposed  position,  a lair 
mark  for  a sharpshooter,  they  are  continually 
fired  at,  and  often  hit,  without  so  much  as  a 
mention  being  made  of  their  gallantry.  On 
this  expedition  they  have  been  much  expos- 
ed, and  have  shown  great  gallantry  in  man- 
aging their  vessels  while  under  fire  in  this, 
to  them,  unknown  river  I beg  leave  to 
pay  this  tribute  to  their  bravery,  and  must 
say,  as  a class,  I never  knew  a braver  eel  of 
men 

I beg  leave  to  mention  favorably  Acting 
Master”  H.  H.  Garihge,  commanding  this 
vessel.  He  has  shown  great  zeal,  courage 
and  ability  during  this  expedition,  serving 
bis  guns  rapidly  and  well,  at  his  post  night 
and  day,  ready  for  anything,  and  assisting 
materially  in  getting  transports  by  dangerous 
points.  Mounting  one  of  his  two  ten-pounder 
howitzer  on  his  upper  deck,  he  wa9  enabled 
to  sweep  the  bank  in  all  directions,  and  oue 
or  two  fires  bad  the  desired  effect.  He  was  of 
great  service  to  me  throughout  the  expedition, 
was  slightly  wounded,  but  nothing  of  con- 
sequence, owing  to  bis  exposing  himself  so 
much

Feeding  Calves. 

A friend  of  ours  who  has  great  success  in 
raising  calves  on  skimmed  milk  and  “corn 
pudding,"  says  the  Genesee  Farmer,  adopts 
the  following  method 

He  never  lets  the  calf  suck  the  cow,  but 
teaches  it  to  drink  out  of  a pail.  When  tbe 
calf  is  three  or  four  days  old,  be  takes  aboul 
a teacupful  of  corn  meal  and  pours  a pint  of 
hot  water  over  it,  stirs  it  up  and  has  it  scalJ 
for  a few  minutes.  He  then  pours  on  three 
or  four  quarts  of  skimmed  milk,  or  as  much 
as  tbe  calf  will  drink.  In  tbe  meantime  he 
has  had  a piece  of  iron  heating  in  the  stove 
When  red-hot  he  stirs  the  milk  with  it. 
This  “scorching”  the  milk  he  considers  of 
the  greatest  importance  when  calves  are  fed 
on  skimmed  milk.  It  prevents  it  from 
scouring  tbe  calves.  As  the  calf  grows 
older  he  increases  the  quantity  of  corn  meal. 
The  skimmed  milk  at  first  is  only  twelve 
hours  from  milking,  but  when  the  calf  is 
older  'the  milk  may  be  allowed  to  stand 
twenty-four  or  thirty-six  hours  before  it  is 
skimmed. — Farmer  and  Mechanic. 

We  have  raised  several  calves  in  iliis 
mode — all  but  the  hot  iron — and  can  see  no 
necessity  ol  wasting  any  part  of  the  butter 
orcheesi-  ol  me  milk  upon  a calf.  We  have 
bad  no  trouble  with  the  ‘scours’’  by  this 
mode,  and  every  oue  of  our  calves  has  grown 
and  looked  as  well  as  if  it  had  run  with 
the  mother.  They  have  greedily  devoured 
not  merely  skim  milk,  but  sour  milk  and 
buttermilk,  with  the  meal  pudding,  and 
often  with  the  uncooked  meal,  or  shorts. 
We  have  made  capital  young  beef  in  this 
way  by  a little  extra  feeding  of  soft  corn  and 
pumpkins  in  the  fall.  The  experiment  has 
convinced  us  that  this  process  furnishes 
more  of  nice  young  beef  in  eight  months 
from  the  birth  of  the  calf,  than  the  same 
expense  of  food  would  of  pork,  and  of  course 
it  is  more  satisfactory  to  eat  it. 

Of  course,  in  this,  as  in  everything  else,  a 
little  gumption  is  necessary.  The  young 
calf  should  not  be  put  upon  this  regimen  at 
once,  but  brought  to  it  gradually,  so  that  in 
ten  days  it  will  live  exclusively  upon  this 
bill  of  fare.  At  first,  give  milk  fresh  from 
the  cow,  then  “half  and  half"  new  and 
skim,  and  finally  all  skim  with  the  meal. 
Introduce  the  buttermilk  gradually,  also, 
and  soon  it  will  take  clean  buttermilk  and 
almost  any  slop  that  a pig  will  drink 

A Good  Hint. — Send  vour  little  child  to 
bed  happy.  Whatever  cares  press,  give  it 
a warm  night  kiss  as  it  goes  to  its  pillow 
The  memory  of  this,  in  the  stotmy  years 
which  fate  may  have  in  store  for  the  little

Carrot,  Turnip  and  Beet  Topa — These 
articles  arc  rarely  of  much  value  for  feeding 
purposes.  They  decay  so  rapidly  that  very 
inconsiderable  advantages  result  from  sav- 
ing them.  Tbe  better  way.  perhaps,  is  to 
apply  them  in  compost.  When  thrown  into 
close  and  compact  heaps,  with  quick-lime, 
wood-ashes,  salt,  forest  scrapings,  muck, 
pond  mud,  and  mould,  and  covered  with  a 
mixture  of  gypsum,  it  decomposes  rapidly, 
and  soon  becomes  resolved  into  a fine  sub 
stance  admirably  adapted  to  act  as  aliment 
to  most  crops.  There  are  also  many  other 
vegetable  matters  which  may  be  turned  to 
valuable  account  in  this  way  that  are  of  no 
practical  use  for  any  other  purpose. 

Cabbages,  to  preserve  them  throughout 
the  winter,  must  be  set  in  soil,  just  dirt 
enough  thrown  around  tnem  to  cover  the 
roots.  Other  vegetables,  such  as  beets,  fcar- 
rots,  parsnips,  vegetable  oysters,  Ac  , maybe 
preserved  in  boxes  filled  with  soil.  Onions 
require  a dry  aud  cool  place  but  not  expos- 
ei)  to  frost.  Pumpkins  and  squashes  may 
be  well  preserved  in  any  place  tolerably  dry 
and  warm.  Dried  pumpkins,  squashes  and 
apples  should  have  a dry  place,  as  should 
all  other  dried  fruits. 

i‘ii>tiut:iiig  Animals  of  EytherSex  at  Will. 

Every  animal  and  plant  grows  up  from  a 
single,  simple  cell,  produced  by  the  female. 
This  is  called  in  plants  an  ovule,  and  in  ani- 
mals an  egg.  Independent  vitality  and  or- 
ganization is  imparted  to  this  cell  by  contact 
with  a product  of  the  male  plant  or  animal. 
This  is  called  impregnation.  In  all,  ex- 
cept some  of  the  lower  forms  of  animal 
life,  the  males  and  females  are  distinct 
individuals.  They  are  equally  distinct  in 
many  plants.  Perhaps  no  power  is  more 
desired  by  breeders  of  farm  stock  than 
the  ability  to  cause  the  production  of  either 
sex  at  will.  Some  time  ago  Professor  Thury, 
of  Geneva,  made  same  very  important  inves 
ligations  and  arrived  at  conclusions,  which, 
if  demonstrated,  will  be  recognized  a9  of 
immense  importance.  He  submitted  bis 
views  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  and 
a commission  was  appointed  to  verify 
them  So  far  as  we  know  this  commis- 
sion has  not  vet  reported  — but  J A. 
Barrel,  the  well  known  agricultural  wri- 
ter and  editor,  has  published  a statement 
which  we  find  translated  in  part  in  the 
“Country  Gentleman.  ’ From  this  w#  learn 
that  Professor  Thury  asserts  that  the  sex  of 
tbe  future  animal  (or  plant)  is  settled  by  the 
maturity  of  the  cell  (ovule  or  egg)  at  the 
time  of  impregnation — a very  mature  cell 
producing  male,  and  the  one  less  mature 
producing  female  offspring.  Thus  when  an 
animal  comes  in  heat,  t lie  egg,  though  ma- 
ture, is  much  less  mature  than  toward  the 
close  of  this  period.  In  accordance  with 
this  theory,  be  advises  that  when  heifercalves 
are  desired,  the  very  earliest  period  of  a cow’s 
coming  in  heat  should  be  taken  advantage  of; 
and  it  a bull  calf  is  wanted,  the  latest  practi- 
cable moment.  A series  of  experiments  are  ci- 
ted made  by  a son  of  the  President  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Society  of  Southern  Switzerland,  In 
Canton  Vaud.  This  farmer  had  a herd  of  Swiss 
cows,  and  used  a Durham  short-horn  bull. 
He  obtained  heifer  calves  in  twenty-two  suc- 
cessive case*  Wishing  to  raise  three  yokes 
of  steers,  he  selected  cows  of  similar  color 
and  form,  and  bred  with  this  object  in  view. 
The  result  was  six  hull  calves,  well  mated 
for  working  cattle  His  own  words  are  : “I 
have  made  in  all  twenty  nine  experiments 
by  the  new  system,  and  all  have  given  the 
product  sought,  male  or  female,  without  a 
single  instance  of  failure.  The  experiments 
were  all  made  by.uiYselt  and  I regard  the 
system  as  perfectly  correct  aud  sure.
